When Ranke in the middle o f the nine­ 
teenth century stated that he, fo r the first time, 
was g o ing to write histo ry as it actually w as. he 
started so mething the end o f which has no t y et been 
reached. 
There are tho se who deplo re this v ery much. Men 
are naturally lo v ers and admirers, and want to bo w 
befo re so me shrines. But what is the use o f fo o ling 
o urselv es. 
It was remarked so me y ears ag o , when 
the bo dy o f Jo hn Paul J o nes, o ur Rev o lutio nary 
I Nav al hero , was bro ug ht o v er fro m 
France and 
buried at Annapo lis, that it mig ht no t be the bo dy 
o f o ur nav al hero after all, but po ssibly just an o r­ 
dinary French sailo r man. 
Such a do ubt is awful 
when it co mes to a man standing befo re that sar­ 
co phag us. 
It is o nly v ery few who can be as philo ­ 
so phical as Mark Twain to who m a g uide po inted 
o ut a certain g rav e as being the g rav e o f Adam. 
Mark beg an to shed a few tears o v er his ancester,

that 
it wasn t 
Adam’s g rav e at all.

In theee day s when g reat catastro phies immedi­ 
ately appeal to the altruism o f the peo ple o f 
the 
co untry , and men ev ery where are urg ed to put their 
hands in their po ckets to help tho se in distress, it is 
g o o d to hear fro m the g o v erno r o f New Hampshire 
that his state is v ery g rateful fo r the pro ffered help 
to reliev e its peo ple fro m lo sses by flo o d but that 
she is able to meet her o wn pro blems and will care 
fo r Her o wn needs.

But in this ho ur o f her tro uble, 
she asks no help. 
Her g o v erno r pro claims to the 
natio n, that her peo ple will care fo r themselv es. 
New Hampshire mig ht hav e play ed up the fact 
that she g av e the natio n Daniel Webster and Frank­ 
lin Pierce, that she furnishes an amusement park fo r 
the natio n, and that with all her po v erty she has 
bo rne her share o f the natio n’s burdens. 
But she 
waiv es all that, and asks o dds o f no o ne. Alway s 
self-reliant, she will co ntinue to be self-reliant. 
We like that spirit in peo ple. We like that spirit in 
a state. It is the stuff that makes stro ng indiv iduals 
and stro ng states. 
We co mmend it to the peo ple 
ev ery where, especially tho se who , o v ertaken by so me 
unusual but no t irremedial calamity , stretch o ut ap­ 
pealing hands fo r help and cry alo ud fo r sy mpathy . 
There are times when the burden is to o heav y fo r 
o ne to bear. 
At such times jt is neither unfitting 
no r humiliating to accept the helping hand. 
But 
after a lo ng perio d o f fat and pro spero us y ears, men 
and states o ug ht to be able to marshal their o wn 
reso urces in the face o f a tempo rary trag edy , and 
g ird themselv es manfully fo r the crisis.

Nation s, an d n ation al adm in istration s, con tin ually 
try to con fuse us in to thin kin g th at they are divin e, 
an d, bein g divin e, th at we m ust be w ith them or 
again st them. 
We should disavow an y such obligation . 
We would n ot ask an y citizen of Italy , fam iliar 
with A m erican politics, to den y him self criticism 
of Coolidge or Kellogg, on the plea th a t he should 
be “frien dly ” to the U n ited States. 
W e do n ot ask citizen s of Mex ico to be “frien dly " 
to the U n ited S tates by subscribin g to the con duct 
of the W ashin gton adm in istration . 
So w hy this bluff about the Un ited States bein g 
un frien dly w ith Mex ico or Italy or Russia, because 
some of our citizen s do n ot approve of the d ictato r­ 
ship in these coun tries? 
Should we be “frien dly ” in such a way th at we 
would have to be en emies of the n ew dictator th at 
may supplan t him a t an y tim e?

nut. 
We hav e been in the habit o f believ ing that a I 
man o ug ht to kno w his o wn state o f mind better j 
than any o ne lo o king at him fro m the o utside. So me 
o ne has remarked that if the man sitting nex t to 
y o u in church knew y o u as well as y o u kno w 
y o urself, he wo uld immediately g et up and g o o ut. 
There is so me truth in that. 
But whether a man is 
acute eno ug h to kno w that he is insane is a so me­ 
what different matter. Sane peo ple are mo re o r less 
co nscio us o f their defects and their sins, but whether 
a man who se mind do es no t functio n no rmally is the 
best judg e o f the v alue o f his o wn wits is a ques­ 
tio n fo r the psy cho lo g ist. 
In an insane ho spital o f o ne o f o ur Eastern states 
there is a larg e ward g iv en o v er to the mo st v io lent 
o f the insane. 
A wo man was ly ing in a bed, appar­ 
ently v ery calm. 
To a v isito r who sto pped at her 
bedside, she spo ke o f the many thing s she had to be 
thankful fo r, and amo ng the g reatest o f these was 
the fact that she was no t insane like all tho se aro und 
her. 
Surely the human mind is full o f v ag aries, and 
play s men so me strang e tricks. While a man o ug ht 
to kno w himself better than any o ne else, so ciety 
will hav e to g et so me co rro bo rativ e testimo ny in 
such a ease as the Remus case. 
But perhaps Re­
